WASHINGTON, Nov. 4 (AP).—~ 
Here are some questions and an- 
swers about the Neutrality Revis- 
ion Bill which was signed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today: . 

Q—What is meant by embargo 
repeal? 

A—The new bill repeals the 1935 
law barring shipments of arms, am- 
munition and other implements of 
war, including planes, to warring 
nations. Administration forces con- 
tended the old law discriminated 
against peaceful nations, preventing 
them from obtaining weapons when 
attacked by well-armed Powers. 

Q—What does “cash and carry” 
mean under the new legislation? 

A—It means belligerent govern- 
ments and private firms and indi- 
viduals in countries at war may 
obtain arms in the United States 
only by paying cash and transport- 


MOSCOW, Nov. 4 (AP).—Observ- 
ers looked today to further nego-,| 
tiations between Soviet Russia and 
Finland—or possibly a breaking-off 
of conversations—to indicate 


whether the Russians would march 
into Finland as they did into Po- 
land. 

The Finnish delegation went to 
the Kremlin at 6 p. m. (9 a. m. 
St. Louis time) for the second 
meeting in two days. 

The session lasted an hour. Jo- 
seph Stalin was present. It was 
learned reliably that negotiations 
would be continued, but it was un- 
certain whether they would be re- 
— tonight. 

Thether Russia gained peaceful- 
ly the territorial concessions it 
sought of its little Baltic neigh- 
bor, took them forcibly or relent- 
ed seemed to depend on the future 
of the talks, the third series of 
which opened last night at the 
Kremlin. 

Both Finns and Russians de- 
clined to comment on the one-hour 
session in which Premier-Foreign 
Commissar Vyacheslav Moltov and 
his assistant, Vladimir Potemkin, 
represented the Soviet Union. Dr. 
Juho Kusti Paasikivi, former Fin- 
nish Premier, heads the Finnish 
delegation. 

Since Stalin did not attend 
and because of the brevity of the 
meeting the likelihood was seen 
that the Finns were awaiting .in- 
structions from Helsinki. 

If Finland does not come to heel, 
further blasts are to be expected 
from the Soviet press—such as the 
charge yesterday by Pravda, Com- 
munist party organ, that Finnish 
Foreign Minister Eljas Erkko, 
speaking last Wednesday at Hel- 
sinki, “directly threatened” the So- 
viet Union. 

Pravda’s attack was reminiscent 
of the press campaign before Rus- 
sia marched into Poland Sept. 17.

HELSINKI, Nov. 4 (AP).—Fin-

Q—How about American ship- 
ping? 

A—American vessels may not 
carry arms to a belligerent port 
anywhere in the world, except by 
inland waterway to Canada. Nor 
may they transport other supplies 
or passengers to any war ports in 
the North Atlantic, except New 
Brunswick and Nova Scotia ports 
on the Bay of Fundy, and Bermuda. 
This means they would be barred 
from visiting English, French or 
German ports and Atlantic Ocean 
ports of Eastern Canada. 


Free Travel Zones. 

Q—Could American ships go any- 
where else? 

A—Yes. They would be free to 
carry non-military cargoes and pas- 
sengers to ports of warring nations 
in the South Atlantic, Pacific and 
Indian Oceans, the China, Tasman 
and Arabian ‘Seas, Bay of Bengal, 
South Africa via the South Atlantic, 
and all their “dependent” waters. 

Q—Canada Is a belligerent; how 
about general business with it? 

A—All trade, including arms, may 
be carried on with Canada via in- 
land points, either by American 
water, rail or air transport. Cash 
is required for arms orders. 

Q—May commercial aircraft go 
elsewhere? 

A—Yes. They may travel any- 
where American ships are per- 
mitted to go and, in addition, to 
Newfoundland, as well as Ber- 
muda, for trans-Atlantic crossing to 
neutral ports. 

Q. What does transfer 
mean? 

A. To avoid destruction of goods 
in which Americans hold some in- 
terest, the bill provides that no ma- 
terials may be exported to the bel- 
ligerents in Europe until title to 
them has been transferred to the 
purchaser. The Customs Collector 
must be given a sworn statement 
showing the transfer of title.

Swedes Say They Accept No Orders 
From Any Quarter. 
STOCKHOLM, Sweden, Nov. 


(AP).—The newspaper Dagens Ny-| 


heter answered today a Soviet Rus- 
sian attack on Swedish foreign pol- 
icy with the assertion that it is a 
leading principle of the Northern 
states’ neutrality policy to accept 
no orders from any quarter. 

The Dagens Nyheter commented 
directly on an article appearing 
yesterday in Pravda, Communist 
party organ, which said, “Swedish 
politicians act on orders of their 
bosses in the West” in supporting 
Finnish resistance to Soviet de- 
mands. 

“No one outside of Sweden direct- 
ly or indirectly influences Swedish 
press opinions on the Russian-Fin- 
nish situation,” the Dagens Nyheter 
said. 

The Ministry of Finance, mean- 
while, announced plans to supple- 
ment the defense fund by levying 
taxes on coffee and beer.

Q. Do American ships have to 
go through this red tape too? 

A. No. Non-military cargoes go- 
ing to Canada and other exempted 
belligerent colonial ports in Ameri- 


can vessels are exempt from the 
title section. So are such cargoes 
going on other neutral ships, like 
those of Denmark and Holland, to 
such ports. However, destruction 
of American vessels and cargoes 
may not be made the basis for any 
claim put forward by the United 
States Government. 

Q. What about combat zones? 

A.In addition to the _ ports 
closed by statute to American ship- 
ping, the President may designate 
other combat or danger zones 
through which American vessels 
may not go. Cargoes going into 
such areas in neutral ships, other 
than those of the United States, 
come under the title transfer re- 
quirement. 

Q. How about loans or credits to 
nations at war? 

A. The bill forbids loans and 
credits to belligerent governments, 
but non-military goods still may be 
sold on credit by private firms and 
individuals to private purchasers in 
warring countries. Running ac- 
counts of communication com- 
panies may continue. Belligerent 
governments may not, float securi- 
ties in the United States. Neither 
may funds for such governments 
be solicited here, except to provide 
medical and other aid to relieve 
suffering. 

U. 8. Passengers Curbed. 

Q. May Americans travel on ships 
of belligerents? 

A. Generally, no. But the Presi- 
dent may make some exceptions to 
this. 

Q. May American merchant ships 
be armed? 

A. Only small arms, deemed nec- 
essary for the preservation of. dis- 
cipline, are allowed. 

Q. May belligerent 
enter American ports? 

A. The President may in his dis- 
cretion bar submarines and armed 
merchantmen from our ports, in- 
terne violators, and require such 
ships to post bond against carrying 
fuel, arms, men, supplies or infor- 
mation to any belligerent vessel. 

Q. What would happen if a bel- 
ligerent merchantman flew’ the 
American flag to deceive the ene- 
my? 

A. Such ships would be barred 
from Amreican ports or territorial 
waters for three months. 

Q. How does the legislation apply 
to Western Hemisphere republics? 

A. It does not apply unless, like 
Canada, they co-operate with a non- 
American state in a war. 

Arms Sale License. 

Q. What is the initial step in or- 
der to ship arms abroad? 

A. A license has to be obtained 
from the Munitions Control Board 
in Washington, This board must 
report to Congress twice a year on 
all license granted. 

Q. Suppose some one violates the 
new legislation? 

A. He would be subject to a maxi- 
mum fine of $50,000 and five years’ 
in prison if he violated the ship- 
ping and title transfer clauses, and 
a $10,000 fine and two years in 
prison for infractions of the other 
sections.

German Press Praises Na-

OSLO, Nov. 4 (AP).—A German 
protest against liberation of the 
American freighter City of Flint 
and internment of its German prize 
crew was delivered today to the 
Foreign Office. Well-informed 
sources expressed the opinion it 
would be rejected. 


An Embassy secretary called and} 


asked informally for all informa- 
tion obtainable on the case, but as 
the American crew and ship now 
were out of German hands, he had 
nothing specific to ask or demand. 

The Norwegian Government's de- 
cision in freeing the vessel was 
based on Chapter 13, Article 21 of 
the Hage convention rules, which 
says a prize can be taken into a 


neutral port only because it is un- 
seaworthy or because of weather, or 
lack of fuel or provisions, 

The rules provide that the prize 
ship must leave again as soon as 
these conditions no longer exist. If 
it does not, the neutral nation “shall 
use all the means in its power” to 
free the ship, along with its officers 
and crew, and to intern the prize 
crew. 

The next article, No. 22, says the 
neutral government shall free the 
prize ship if conditions justifying 
its presence in the neutral harbor 
do not exist. 


BERLIN, Nov. 4 (AP).—The Ger- 
man charge d’affaires at Oslo pro- 
tested today to the Norwegian Gov- 
ernment against its internment of 
the German prize crew from the 


American freighter City of Flint 
and release of the vessel to the 
American crew. 

Authorized sources said the pro- 
test was “oral and based on the 
whole procedure of Norwegian au- 
thorities in connection with the 
City of Flint’s entry at Haugesund,” 
where the internment and release 
orders were carried out early today. 

These circles said Germany 
would demand release of the prize 
crew of 18 men and that there 
might also be a claim for damages 
on the theory that contraband car- 
go on the City of Flint would have 
fallen into German hands if the 
ship had reached a German port. 

“Plenty of Argument.” 

There was considerable telephon- 
ing between Oslo and Berlin dur- 
ing the night. These sources said 
there would be “plenty of argu- 
ment” with the Norwegians in en- 
suing days. 

Germany was represented as de- 
clining to accept the Norwegian ar- 
gument that there was insufficient 
ground in the German report that 
a member of the Americah crew 
was ill for the City of Flint to be’ 
brought into the neutral harbor of 
Haugesund. 


The German contention was that 
such humane action should not be 
“rewarded” by internment of the 
prize crew commander who natur- 
ally could not tell whether the 
American was really ill but heeded 
President Roosevelt's plea for good 
treatment of the 41 Americans. 

One commentator suggested that 
the President should have ad- 
dressed his appeal not only to the 
British and Germans, but also to 
the Norwegians. He also said he 
was curious to know what Roose- 
velt would say to Norway’s action. 

German authorities had professed 
to have no knowledge of the Flint’s 
course. Germany has repeatedly 
boasted of being in control of the 
North Sea, as well as the Baltic, so 
it could be assumed that an at- 
tempt might be made to recapture 
the freighter. 

“Pretty Stormy.” 

Questioned as to this possibility, 
one authorized source would com- 
ment only that it was “pretty 
stormy” in the North Sea. 

At the United States Embassy 
here it was said that the only 
contact with the Foreign Office to- 
day was an inquiry as to whether 
official notification of the Nor- 
wegian action had reached the Ger- 
man Government. 

Foreign observers expected Ger- 
many to contest Norway's action 
as a breach of international law. 
They based their belief on previous 
German utterances interpreting the 
status of war prizes. 

The officially-expressed German 
view is that ships seized as prizes 
are not war vessels and hence may 
operate in territorial waters. 

Pending receipt of full details of 
what was described here as Nor- 
wegian “interference,” the German 
Admiralty maintained silence. 

It was apparent German naval 
officials confidently had expected 
the Flint would arrive safely in a 
German port.

Flint Crew Tells of Trip 


As German Prize of War 


Americans Well-Treated by Nazi Captors, 


They Say—Fear Ship Is ‘Marked’ Ves- 
sel, Uncertain of Next Move. 


BERGEN, Nov. 4 (AP).—Ameri- 
can trewmen aboard the City of 
Flint told the Associated Press to- 
day they feared the vessel now is 
“a marked ship” on the seas and 
expressed doubt concerning its next 
move. 

Although reporters were not at 
first permitted to board the ship, 
a woman representative of the As- 
sociated Press managed to g0 
aboard. Told by the sailors that 
they were under orders to say noth- 
ing, she suggested: 

“It would be nice if your families 
in America got word quickly that 
you men are all right.” 

“Tell them we're all right,” a: 
spokesman answered. 

Sailors, dangling over dhe side 
to repaint the Stars and Stripes on 
the hull, greeted the reporter with 
broad grins. To the query “How 
are you feeling now?” one replied: 
“It’s fine now, but I was scared 
stiff while the Germans were 
aboard.” 

The Americans said they had 
been treated well by the Germans, 
who, they said, were aware their 
task was unpleasant for the Ameri- 
cans. The chief breaks in the 
‘worrisome, fatiguing routine aboard 
the ship were enumerated briefly 


The first, they said, occurred 
when the German pocket battleship 
Deutschland on Oct. 9 halted and

While declining predictions, they 
said they thought it would be “log- 
ical” “for the vessel, “if it gets a 
chance,” to go to Kirkwall, En- 
gland, and unload its cargo. 

An official version of how the 
City of Flint was released reached 
the State Department last night 
from its only woman envoy, Mrs.

I've an idea that this line’s 
initial run occurred during Andrew Jack- 
son’s administration, for as I entered the 
old wooden coach, with its red plush 
seats, its coal oil lamps, its old-fashioned 
ornamental wood interior, I felt trans- 
ported into a bygone period. Smoke and 
cinders wafted into the car were ample 
proof that the fireman was not lying 
down on the job. A slow-moving, jerky 
trip finally brought us, at a late hour, 
to the historic old town. 

A horse-drawn cab or carriage, if you 
please, with square-shaped coal oil lamps, 
took us from the depot to the hotel, a 
building of considerable age, fronting on 
the main street. Built into the side of 
.a bluff, its top floor opened onto the 
high ground overlooking the Ohio River. 

My first stroll down Shawneetown’s 
Main street brought to mind stories of 
the Civil War period. Hoop-skirted Jinny 
Carvells, I felt sure, would soon be com- 
ing out of these venerable old structures.

In one large city, substantial payments are 
made annually in the form of Christmas gifts

It 
was information. It was styled the Nationwide News 
Service. It was literally and precisely that. 


Nationwide, as it came laconically to be known, 


collected information at the race tracks here, there; 

It rushed this information to subsidiaries 
or affiliates, situated practically everywhere, It was 
the business of the subsidiaries, as distributing 
agencies, to relay their news, like lightning, to their 
subscribers, the bookmakers. And the bookmakers, 
sometimes in the gaudy, wide-open glare of assured 
protection, sometimes in dingy back rooms, awaited 
their customers. Their customers, the poor fish that 
play the races, came trooping in, big fellows and 
small fry, men and women, and wagered their money. 
Once in a while they won. Mostly they left it with 
the “bookies.” 

Prosecuting officers, Federal and state, have or- 
dered the telephone and telegraph companies to stop 
carrying Nationwide race news. That is kayo for 
Annenberg’s bonanza. The wires are the arteries of 
this vast, romantically profitable racket. No wires, 
and the empire is strangled. 

Annenberg’s St. Louis affiliate is the Pioneer News 
Service conducted by Bev Brown and Gully Owen. 
Attorney-General McKittrick recently gave the Bev- 
Gully publication a glittering whitewash, pronounced 
it a legal enterprise, not to be molested by nosy. 
police boards or killjoy reformers. So Bev and 
Gully have a license to publish, as it were, but with 
the telephone and telegraph connections about to be 
coldly cut off, the outlook is quite bleak and very 
void.

GRAND JURY ACTION IN THE BUILDING INQUIRY. 

As a result of the 
into the handicaps besetting the construction indus- 
try, Federal grand juries are going into action. In 
St. Louis, four union officers have been indicted on 
a charge of conspiracy in restraint of interstate com- 
merce, growing out of the ancient jurisdictional dis- 
pute that has hampered plant expansion at the An- 
heuser-Busch Brewery. And in Pittsburgh, 18 cor- 
porations and 45 individuals have been indicted on 
charges of conspiracy to defraud the Government, in 
connection with alleged building rackets. | 

The St. Louis dispute has been raging between 
rival unions for the unbelievably prolonged period 
of 26 years. It is regrettable to see the courts step- 
ping in on a matter that the union themselves should 
have been able to settle long ago in an hour or so 
at a conference ‘table. Labor has already lost heavily 
as a result of this inexcusable row, both in the stop- 
page of Anheuser-Busch’s $2,000,000 building program 
and in the adverse effect it has had on public opinion 
toward unions. Only the sheerest stubbornness and 
short-sightedness on the part of labor leaders could 
have carried on the feud to the point where the 
grand jury now finds coercion has resulted, and that 
there has been an “unwarranted, unreasonable and 
oppressive” conspiracy. 

In Pittsburgh, the building inquiry had produced 
significant results before the stage of indictments 
was reached. The city had advertised for bids for the 
wiring in its new contagious disease hospital, built 
with PWA co-operation.

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A CHALLENGE TO THE MEN.

Both in civic 
education and in actual influence on the conduct of 
public affairs, local and state as well as national, 
this energetic group has made itself a force for prog- 
ress, But since only about half our citizens are eli- 
gible to membership in. the organization, it is only

The Secretary of State for India, Mr. 
Montagu, made a declaration to that effect 
in the House of Commons on Aug. 20, 1917, 
and then*went to India to work out a plan 
with the Viceroy, Lord Chelmsford. In the 
past 22 years, a little progress has been 
made, but not much. The provinces,.as dis- 
tinguished from the native states, have pro- 
vincial Legislatures with elected members 
and with control over certain functions of 
the local governments. 

‘The subjects that are still reserved to the 
British Raj are, however, more important 
than those which the Indians now control. 
The majority of those Indians who are po- 
litically conscious consider that the promise 
given during the war has been betrayed and 
that the reforms instituted do not constitute 
genuine self-government. It is because of 
this feeling that Mr. Gandhi has been fight- 
ing for 20 years by his sometimes extremely 
effective weapon of non-co-operation, and 
that Mr. Nehru and the other more aggres- 
sive leaders of the National Congress have 
continued their efforts. . 

To all supporters of the Congress, it came 
as a slap in the face when, the Viceroy re- 
cently announced that the subject of do- 
minion status for India is adjourned until 
after the end of the present war. In the 
previous struggle, India got a promise that 
was never carried out; this time, she doesn’t 
even get a promise. : 

It is not surprising that the Congress 
told the eight provincial Ministries con- 
trolled by its members to resign in protest, 
Even the National Liberal Federation com- 
plains of the Viceroy’s statement, saying 
that he offers no time limit, even after the 
end of the war, and gives no suggestion as 
to what “dominion status” may embrace. 

India today is in a sober and realistic 
mood. The agitation for complete inde- 
pendence has been tempered, in recent years, 
by Japan’s imperialist aims and by the pos- 
sibility of enforced inclusion in the U. 8.

D URING the last war, Great Britain made 


willingly exchange it for even a veiled con- 
trol by Japan or Russia. India, in other 
words, is in a mood to co-operate loyally in 
the effort to work out a genuine status of 
reasonable autonomy within the Empire. 

Hitler is far more unpopular with educat- 
ed Indians than Kaiser Wilhelm was in 
1914. India as a whole is prepared to do her 
part in the war. 

In the face of such an attitude, for the 
Viceroy to say bluntly that there must be 
no discussion of dominion status until the 
war is ended is a blunder of the magnitude 
of a crime. This is especially true when 
he did not accompany his ultimatum by any 
suggestion that pending this decision, India 
would, of course, be spared the necessity of 
contributing to the war. On the contrary 
she will be asked to give men and money 
on a heroic scale. The postponement works 
only one way: Indians are permitted to pay 
and die for the Empire, but they are not al- 
lowed to consider control of their own af- 
fairs within that Empire. 

The development in India is doubly dis- 
turbing because of its effect upon neutral 
world opinion. German propaganda would 
have us believe that this is not a war be- 
tween ideologies but between empires, that 
England is fighting, not for democracy, but 
to preserve the encrusted loot of centuries. 

Britain, of course, denies this, if not 
through the mouth of Mr. Chamberlain, 
then through the numerous mouths of edi- 
tors, writers and lecturers who direct their 
special attention toward,the United States. 
They are unanimously sure that Britain. is 
fighting for an ideal, an ideal which she 
shares with us, an ideal which justifies our 
giving her all possible aid. 

Yet there could hardly be a clearer test of 
Britain’s igtentions than her treatment of 
India. If the Viceroy’s word remains the 
final one, millions of people throughout the 
world, and in the United States in par- 
ticular, will feel that the pretensions under 
which Great Britain has announced that she 
is fighting have a singularly hollow sound.

Brahms’ C Minor and Sibelius’ D Major 
Afford Contrasts in Meritorious 
Performance,

The St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra opened its sixtieth anniversary 
season yesterday afternoon at the 
Municipal Auditorium with a per- 
formance that could be offered as 
an appropriate symbol of the or- 
ganization’s progress and achieve- 
ment. It was a performance that 
marked a high level of orchestral 
discipline and responsiveness that 
revealed a rich tone quality, a new 
state of balance and cohesion and 
a fine youthful vitality. It was also 
a performance distinguished by 
sound, vital, musicianly leadership. 
For, while the interpretive treat-

| “The Italian people . cele- 
brate their victory today with a 
clear soul and a firm faith in the 
destiny of the country,” Mussolini 
said in a brief speech from the bal- 
cony of his office. 

“The victory belongs to the peo- 
ple because it was achieved by a 
great sacrifice,” he added. “In this 
remembrance of what was achieved 
we strengthen our will and forces 
for tomorrow.” 
| Mussolini, with Foreign Minister 
‘Count Galeazzo Ciano and Ettore 
|Muti, secretary of the Fascist par- 
ity, appeared on the balcony to ad- 
dress the crowd thronging the Pi- 
azza Venezia. 
| The Premier, after his speech, re- 
appeared seven times on the bal- 
‘cony in ansyer to the crowd's 
cheer.

10 SHIPS HELD AT NEW YORK 
BY LONGSHOREMEN’S STRIKE 


Wage Dispute Threatens to Para- 
lyze Coastal Shipping in At- 
lantic and Gulf. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4 (AP).— 
Ten vessels were tied up in New 
‘York today by a tightening strike 
of 5000 longshoremen and other 
pier workers against nine coastal 
shipping companies. 
| Rejecting an offer by the Mari- 
‘time Labor Board in Washington 
‘to arbitrate the dispute, Joseph P. 
‘Ryan, president of the A. F. of L. 
International Longshoremen’s As- 
‘sociation, indicated the union ex- 
pected a long fight to win its de- 
mands for a 40-hour week and 5- 
cent-an-hour wage increase. The 
longshoremen now get %5 cents 
an hour on a 44-hour work week, 

The walkout, begun Thursday, 
threatened to paralyze coastal ship- 
ping out of this port and throw 
20,000 Atlantic seaboard and gulf 
maritime employes out of work, 
including 15,000 shore workers, 
hundreds of office employes and 
3500 sailors and others hired on 73 
freighters and passenger liners 
owned by coastal lines. 

The strike did not involve trans- 
Atlantic shipping or intercoastal 
steamship lines operating between 
the Atlantic and Pacific coasts by 
way of the Panama Canal.

Managing Officer at Manteno Sus- 
pended Pending Investigation 
of Epidemic. 
KANKAKEE, Ill, Nov. 4 (AP). 


—Circuit Judge Luther B. Bratton’ 
said last night he would call a 
special grand jury Nov. 13 to inves- 
tigate the deaths of 52 patients and 
employes in a typhoid fever epi- 


demic at the Manteno State Men- 
tal Hospital. 

He approved a petition presented 
by State’s Attorney Shapiro, who 
has conducted an inquiry. 

Shapiro said he would ask the 
jury to consider indicting Dr. Ralph 
T. Hinton, suspended managing of- 
ficer of the hospital; A. L. Bowen, 
State Director of Public Welfare, 
and Lillian Williams, r6spital dieti- 
cian, for malfeasance and misfeas- 
ance in office. 

Dr. Hinton was suspended yester- 
day by order of Gov. Horner. B. A. 
Steinberg, assistant managing offi- 
cer, was appointed acting head of 
the institution. 

The Governor, in a letter to 
Bowen, demanded Hinton be sus- 
pended “until such a time as com- 
petent authorities have placed re- 
sponsibility for cwnditions.” Dr. 
Hinton had been in charge of the 
institution since it opened in 1930.

Thousands of Flowers to Be 
Displayed in Old French 
Geometric Pattern, 


Thousands of yellow, red, bronze 
and pink flowers, and many of the 
innumerable color combinations to 


which the themum readily 
lends itself under the skill of the 
hybridist, are displayed in a new 
geometric garden design at the an- 
nual chrysanthemum show at 
Shaw’s Garden, which opens to- 
morrow. 


main beds in segments of different- 
ly colored chrysanthemums, is a 
copy of a French “parterre” gar- 
den, popular in the time of Louis 
XIV, when it was introduced by Le 
Norte, a Jandscape artist. 

Designed by Paul A. Kohl, flori- 
culturist at the Garden, the display 
is inclosed in an imitation garden 
wall, built of heavy paper board, 
with an old iron gate and blue lat- 
ticed fence at the end opposite the 
entrance to the Floral Display 
House. 

Arrangement of Flowers. 

Columns of the wall and the end 
gateway are crowned with droop- 
ing basket chrysanthemums. Niches 
in the wall form receptacles for spe- 
cial displays, among them the ad- 
mired russet-colored Melba, a semi- 
double “with reflexed petals, and 
the brilliant Golden Pheasant. 
From the top of the wall, the cas- 
cade chrysanthemums gracefully 
hang in long sweeps of pink, yellow 
and white flowers. 

In the center bed, which is the 
largest of the five, the principal 
geometric segment is planted with 
tall, single-stemmed varieties in 
white, pink and lavender, the 
blooms being from five to eight 
inches in diameter. Surrounding 
the single-stemmed group, are 
smaller segments of the bush va- 
riety in harmoniously matched col- 
ors. 

More than 150,000 persons an- 
nually attend the chrysanthemum 
shows at the Garden, at the Jewel 
Box Conservatory in Forest Park 
and the Board of Education green- 
house, 3800 Blow, street. 

Jewel Box Display. 

At the Jewel Box, beginning to- 
day, the flowers are shown in edg- 
ing beds and islands of a minia- 
ture winding lagoon, reminding the 
visitor of the floating gardens of 
Mexico. 

At the Board of Education green- 
house, where the display opens to- 
morrow, dozens of varieties of 
mums are used in a design which 
makes use of a rockery, a rustic 
bridge, stream and pool. 

Visiting hours at the Garden are 
from 9 a. m. to 5 p. m,. The three 
displays will be maintained through- 
out this month, 


CURES OF DRUG ADDICTION 
BY FROZEN SLEEP REPORTED 


Philadelphia Doctors Say Treatment 
Was Also Successful in a 
Case of Psychosis. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 4 (AP).—Use 
of frozen sleep to cure narcotic ad- 
diction and mental disorder was an- 
nounced here yesterday. This is the 
first time that this new human hi- 
bernation has been reported em- 
ployed for anything except cancer. 

Disclosure of the new benefits 
came out incidentally during a sym- 
posium report on cancer cases’ by 
Dr. Temple Fay and Dr. L. W. 
Smith of Philadelphia, the men who 
originated frozen sleep less than a 
year ago. 

They told of three narcotic ad- 
dicts who were put.to sleep by 
packing in ice and the body tem- 
perature lowered to about 89. Hach 
one slept thus for five days. On 
awakening, each was free from the 
desire for the narcotic. Two have 
remained free from the drug. The 
third, after six months, voluntarily 
went back to it, was again put into 
the sleep for five days and again 
woke up cured. 

The mental case the doctors de- 
scribed was a woman suffering 
from psychosis following a surgical 
operation. She was violent and 
screaming. Twenty-four hours of 
frozen sleep cleared her mind for 
three days, when violence again re- 
turned. Thereupon sleep was in- 
duced for seven days and since then 
there has been no return of the 
mental difficulties.

HEY had to send all the way 
Tro the town of Iquique, Chile, 

to find a punching bag for 
Joe Louis. . He is Arturo Godoy, 
a South American of consider- 
able toughness, but who has 
hardly drawn on a glove for two 
years, up to recent weeks. 

In this country he will be 
built up for the bout of Feb. 9. 
Wh&t the Association of Boxing 
Managers and about 50,000,000 
other Americans would like to 
know is why they had to send to 
South America for a Louis tar- 
get? 

The answer seems to be that on 
two occasions he outpointed Tony 
Galento. And, in these days it 
seems, we rate our challengers on 
how they compare with the Beer 
Barrel that Walks, 


IT WASN’T SO LONG ago 
that we read about this man 
Tony. And we were told that he 
was just a pushover for Joe 
Louis. Then he met Louis and 
it was Joe who looked like a 
loser in that fight for a time. 
Tony smacked him hard and 
thereby was elevated into a posi- 
tion of respectful appreciation 
by a previously highly cynical 
public. 

Tony carried on to upset Chal- 
lenger Lou Nova, to the end that 
today anybody who can beat 
Galento is potential challenging 
timber.

Legislature May Act. 

It has been suggested that the 
next Legislature may take steps to 
provide that any unclaimed balance 
in such impounded funds escheat to 
the State. 

The answer was filed on behalf 
of about 150 fire insurance com- 
panies involved in the restitution 
suit, which were made defendants 
in a suit filed recently by Glenn 
C. Weatherby of Kansas City, for- 
mer Special Counsel for the State 
Insurance Department in the fire 
insurance rate litigation. Weather- 
by asked the Circuit Court to fix 


‘a fee allowance for him, from the 


impounded fund and for a declar- 
atory judgment as to his rights. 

The Supreme Court last year in- 
validated a fee of $137,500 allowed 
to Weatherby from the fund by 
Cole County Circuit Court, holding 
the Circuit Court had no legal 
authority to make fee allowances 
from the impounded fund due the 
policyholders. 

The companies, in their answer, 
set up a cross-bill claiming the 
balance of the fund. They de- 
clared they asserted no _ rights 
superior to any valid claims estab- 
lished by policyholders, but as- 
serted their rights against all other 
claimants, and particularly “as to 
the State of Missouri in its capacity 
as a sovereign State” to “the rem- 
nant” of the fund after all valid 
claims were paid. 


Right of Policyholders. 


It was asserted that while the 
unrefunded premiums had been 
paid into court by the companies, 
under court order, the title to any 
such premiums not refunded to the 
policyholders remained in the com- 
panies. 

After the courts sustained a 10 
per cent rate reduction ordered by 
the State in 1922, the companies 


=== |refunded directly to their policy- 


holders about $10,500,000 of the 
more than $13,000,000 in excess 
premiums they collected during 
seven years of iitigation over the 
reduction. The State then filed 
a restitution suit, compelling the 
companies to pay the unrefunded 
premiums into court, with interest, 
to be returned by the court to 
policyholders if they could _ be 
found.

$3750 GAIN BY RESALE 
OF BANK PROPERTIES 


44 Parcels Dickmann Co. Sold 
for $15,250 Bring $19,000 
at Court Auction. 


Resale of 11 pieces of real estate 
owned by two closed State banks 
brought $19,000 in Circuit Court yes- 
terday, or $3750 more than the $15,- 
250 for which the properties had 
been sold originally by the Joseph 
F. Dickmann Real ‘Estate Co., as 
selling agent for the State, in a 
straw party deal. The original deal 
had been set aside after the State 
Finance Department charged the 
Dickmann firm with breach of trust 
in failing to submit all offers. 
Moreover, the $19,000, obtained 
through the unusual proceeding of 
conducting an auction sale in a 
courtroom, was $750 more than a 
recent offer of $18,250. The auc- 
tion sale was in line with a policy 


of Circuit Judge Harry F. Russell, 
who has announced he would con- 
duct such sales in an effort to get 
all possible for depositors of closed 
banks. 

Eight of the 11 properties, owned 
by the closed Savings Trust Co., 
were sold for $15,200 to Car] Lang- 
enohl, who had made an offer of 
$14,600 recently. The other three, 
owned by the closed West St. Louis 
Trust Co., were sold to Nat Glick 
for $3800, or $150 more than a re- 
cent offer. 

The recent bid of $18,250 was 
made after Glick, who had bought 
the properties originally from the 
Dickmann company through a 
straw party, had abandoned his 
contest of the invalidation of that 
sale, leaving the properties in the 
hands of the State Finance Com- 
missioner for resale to the highest 
bidder. The 11 properties were 
among 20 owned by the two banks, 
sold to Glick by the Dickmann com- 
pany last year for $58,750. 

In addition, four properties of 
the two banks were sold yesterday 
for $9800, or $250 more than had 
been offered. Three owned by the 
West St. Louis Trust Co, were sold 
for $6050 and one owned by the 
Savings Trust Co. was sold for 
$3750. Special Deputy Finance 
Commissioner William H. Biggs, 
liquidating the two banks, said 
these four properties were not 
among the 20 sold originally by 
the Dickmann company.

Chance to Murder Someone 
for Two Years, 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Nov. 4 
(AP).—Mrs. Caroline Hibberd, 18- 
year-old bride of a week, was found 
decapitated today in the bathroom 
of her apartment, shortly after her 
husband confessed he did it because 
of an “urge to kill.”

Regardless of “system”. used, a 
hand such as South’s, under the 
part score and vulnerability condi- 
tions noted, is absolutely ideal for 
an opening pre-emptive (shut-out) 
bid. My correspondent was quite 
correct in stating that here was 
an opportunity to shut out the vul- 
nerable opponents, and also cor- 
rect in estimating his own prob- 
able defensive strength as very 
slight. (It was certainly not to be 
expected that North was void of 
clubs and that South’s suit would 
therefore take two defensive 
tricks.) 

Without any part-score South’s 
four club bid would be ill advised 
because it would shut out a pos- 
sible three no trump response from 
his own partner. But in view of 
the fact that a full game was not 
needed, and in further considera- 
tion that a three club opening 
would not have nearly as great 
shut-out value, I am strongly of 
the opinion that the bid actually 
chosen, namely, four clubs, was 
the best possible selection. 

I cannot say as much for North’s 
four heart response. Without a 
part-score a player in North’s po- 
sition would, of course, be tempted 
to improve the four club contract 
in a try for game, but even then 
I would frown on the bid and great- 
ly prefer a pass on North’s part.

Bile Mingles 
With Food to 
Aid Digestion 


Lack Of It Can Result in 
Abdominal Distress, Says 
Doctor.

S careful investigations are 
made more frequently in ob- 
scure digestive disturbances, 
and all parts and organs of the 
digestive system can be tested for 
their functional efficiency, the role 
that bile plays is receiving more 
attention and the old-time “bil- 
iousness” is coming back-into fash- 
ion. 

An eminent London consultant, 
Dr. A. F. Hurst, reports that in at- 
tacks of migraine there seems to 
be a definite disturbance of the bile, 
and goes on to say that if a duo- 
denal tube is passed into the intes- 
tines during an attack of migraine, 
and the gall bladder emptied, it will 
prevent attacks for several months 
to come. 


The bile is stored in the gall blad- 
der. The function of the gall bilad- 
der is to keep the bile until it is 
needed. When a meal, especially a 
meal containing fat, appears in the 
upper intestine, the gall bladder al- 
lows a free flow of bile into that re- 
gion. It mingles with the food and 


i helps fat digestion by saponifying 


the fats. 

The fat accumulated in the gall 
bladder between meals is called ig- 
nition bile, because it ignites the 


=| processes of digestion as soon as 


food is swallowed. 

I once attended an eminent sur- 
geon after he had an operation on 
For a while his 
bile tubes were stopped up; there 


1;was no free bile in his intestines. 


He experienced a profound melan- 
choly. He took no interest in food, 
and his whole outlook was most de- 
pressing. I will never forget the 
delight he experienced when things 
got to working properly again, and 
he began once more to enjoy his 
favorite dishes as he had in days 
of health. 

So disturbances of fat digestion 
with vague abdominal distress, 
flatulence, intolerance of foods and 
dyspepsia may be due to lack of 
bile. Fortunately, bile salts can be 
supplied artificially very easily. 
Practical results, especially in oper- 
ated patients, such as my surgeon 
friend, are excellent with this mode 
of treatment. Along with it a diet 
low in fats, until fat digestion is 
once more normal, is advocated. 
Such a diet is as follows: 

Meats: Lean roast beef, chicken, 
lamb chops, roast lamb and steaks. 
Veal may be permitted. Roasting, 
grilling, boiling or baking is pref- 
erable to frying. Many of the com- 
mon fish are allowed. 

Vegetables: There is practically 
no restriction on vegetables, except 
that they should be well cooked and 
at times may need to be pureed. 
Desserts: These may include any 
citrus fruit and berries, pears, ap- 
ricots, peaches, pineapples, apples 
and cherries. Pastries are better 
omitted. A gelatin dessert is very 
well tolerated.
